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TYPHOID  FEVER. 

An  analysis  of  typhoid  fever  cases  reported  to  this  office 
during  the  past  two  months  indicates  that  the  house  fly  is  one 
of  the  important  factors  in  the  spread  of  this  disease.  A  few 
cases  have  been  traced  to  a  contaminated  water  supply,  but 
these  cases  are  the  exception  ^rather  than  the  rule. 

Another  fact  to  be  considered  is  the  part  that  a  "typhoid 
carrier"  plays  in  the  spread  of  this  disease.  This  can  best  be 
explained  by  citing  two  cases. 

Two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported  from  Park  county  were 
investigated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and  the  County  Health  Officer.  In  these  instances  typhoid 
fever  developed  on  a  ranch  where  there  had  never  been  a  case 
of  typhoid  before.  The  water  was  taken  from  a  spring  and 
subsequent  analysis  showed  it  to  be  pure.  The  water  closet 
on  this  ranch  was  an  open  one,  and  freely  exposed  to  flies. 
In  questioning  the  hired  help  we  found  that  a  boy  who  had 
suffered  from  the  disease  last  summer  had  been  employed  upon 
this  ranch  since  early  Spring.  The  fact  that  this  disease  oc- 
curred at  the  beginning  of  the  fly  season  would  point  to  the 
possibility  of  this  boy  being  a  typhoid  carrier  and  the  flies  be- 
ing the  agents  carrying  this  disease. 

The  second  group  of  cases  occurred  in  a  logging  camp  in 
Lincoln  county.  On  investigation  this  camp  was  found  to 
have  apparently  a  good  water  supply,  was  well  located,  but 
had  an  abundance  of  flies  and  in  this  case  an  open  water 
closet  was  provided,  freely  accessible  to  flies  and  but  a  short 
distance  from  the  kitchen  and  dining  tent.  In  this  case  it 
was  found  that  one  of  the  men  had  had  typhoid  fever  last  year. 
In  both  these  cases  the  probabilities  are  that  the  cause  of  the 
disease  was  the  typhoid  carrier,  plus  the  fly. 

It  would  have  been  very  interesting  to  have  been  able  to 
have  either  proved  or  disproved  our  suspicions  in  these  cases, 
but  at  the  present  time  in  the  State  of  Montana,  we  have  no 
law  for  the  control  of  typhoid  carriers.  It  seems  to  me  that 
this  feature  should  be  given  consideration  with  a  view  for 
future  legislation  whereby  we  may  be  able  to  make  examina- 
tion of  suspected  typhoid  carriers,  and  with  a  view  to  their 
control  when  the  results  of  such  examinations  are  found  posi- 
tive. These  cases  at  any  rate,  emphasize  the  importance  of 
having  water  closets  not  only  in  towns  and  camps,  but  on 
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ranches,  thoroughly  screened  against  flies.  It  also  emphasizes 
the  importance  of  waging  a  warfare  against  the  fly.  We  are 
trying  in  all  possible  ways  to  keep  our  streams  pure  and  to  see 
that  the  water  supplies  in  our  towns  are  free  from  the  possi- 
bility of  contamination,  but  the  great  fight  in  the  future  will  be 
against  the  common  house  fly.    Swat  the  fly! 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  this  department  announces  that  Dr. 
Tuttle,  who  has  for  years  been  a  sufferer  from  duodenal  ulcer, 
was  recently  successfully  operated  upon  and  is  now  enjoying 
better  health  than  he  has  for  }fears. 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  nine  formaldehydes  in  milk 
were  recorded  in  this  department.  These  cases  have  been 
prosecuted  and  nine  convictions  have  been  secured,  fines  rang- 
ing from  ten  to  fifty  dollars. 


On  the  ioth  of  September  an  anonymous  letter  from  Spokane, 
stating  that  a  carload  of  poultry,  which  had  been  condemned 
by  the  Spokane  health  authorities,  as  unfit  for  use,  had  been 
shipped  to  this  state,  probably  Butte.  The  Butte  health  officer 
was  asked  to  look  into  this  question,  and  in  his  uually  vigorous 
and  effective  manner  he  did  so.  He  has  reported  to  this  office 
that  he  found  the  carload  of  tainted  poultry  in  the  warehouse 
of  Henningsen  Produce  Company,  Butte,  and  that  he  con- 
demned it  and  had  it  sent  to  the  city  dump  and  burned.

One  hundred  fourteen  samples  were  reported  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  State  Board  of  Health  during  the  month  of  August. 
Of  the  official  food  samples,  forty-six  or  fifty-four  and  eight- 
tenths  percent  were  legal  while  thirty-eight  or  forty-five  and 
two-tenths  percent  were  illegal. 

There  were  thirty-one  samples  of  milk  whose  analysis  could 
be  used  for  official  purposes,  eighteen  were  adulterated  while 
thirteen  were  standard  or  above.  Five  were  below  standard 
in  fat ;  two  below  standard  in  solids,  not  fat ;  seven  below 
standard  in  fat  and  in  solids  not  fat ;  three  below  standard 
in  solids  not  fat  and  contained  formaldehyde,  and  one  was 
below  standard  in  fat  and  solids  not  fat  and  contained  for- 
maldehyde. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  were  reported.  Chemical  examina- 
tions were  made  of  eight  only,  while  both  chemical  and  bacteri- 
ological examinations  were  made  of  four.  Four  were  samples 
in  a  series  of  tests  of  the  Livingston  water  supply;  one  was 
from,  a  well  in  Bozeman ;  six  were  from-  Clyde  Park  and  one 
was  the  railway  water  supply  at  Warren,  Montana. 
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Fifty-two  samples  of  soft  drinks  were  analyzed.  Thirty- 
three  were  legal  while  nineteen  were  illegal.  Of  the  nineteen, 
thirteen  contained  saccharin. 

Eighteen  samples  wrere  reported  the  analyses  of  which  weri 
unofficial.    A  detailed  report  follows :

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Inquiries  relative  to  the  attitude  of  the  Board  of  Health 
toward  some  questions  were  received.  The  following  rulings 
were  given : 

WITH  RESPECT  TO  THE  USE  OF  CEREAL  IN 
SAUSAGE. 

The  following  paragraph  from  the  /Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health'  is  cited. 

"Sausage  or  sausage  meat  shall  be  held  to  be  a  comminuted 
meat  from  meat  cattle  or  swine,  or  a  mixture  of  such  meats, 
either  fresh,  salted,  pickled  or  smoked,  with  added  salt  and 
spice  and  with  or  without  the  addition  of  edible  animal  fats, 
blood  and  sugar,  or  subsequent  smoking.  It  shall  contain  no 
larger  amount  of  water  than  the  meats  from  which  it  is  pre- 
pared, contain  when,  in  their  fresh  condition,  and  if  it  bears 
a  name  descriptive  of  kind,  composition,  or  origin,  it  must 
correspond  to  such  descriptive  name.  All  animal  tissues  used 
as  containers,  such  as  castings,  stomachs,  etc.,  must  be  clean 
and  sound  and  impart  to  the  content  no  other  substance  than 
salt.  All  sausage  found  to  contain  any  cereal  or  added  water 
or  other  substance  except  as  herein  stated  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  adulterated." 

The  use  of  cereal  in  sausage  is  therefore,  seen  to  be  pro- 
hibited. 

WITH  RESPECT  TO  THE  USE  OF  PICKLING  SUB- 
STANCES IN  CURING  MEATS. 

The  following  paragraph  from  the  Montana  Food  and  Drug 
Act  is  cited : 

"An  article  shall  be  deemed  adulterated  *  *  *  if  it  con- 
tains any  added  antiseptic  or  preservative  substance  except 
common  salt,  salt  peter,-  cane  sugar,  beet  sugar,  vinegar,  spices 
or  in  smoked  foods  the  natural  products  of  the  smoking  pro- 
cess, or  other  harmless  preservatives  whose  use  is  authorized 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  no  preservative  shall  be 
used  in  greater  quantity  than  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  shall  designate. 

By  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
made  pursuant  to  the  Food  and  Drug  Act  the  use  of  Sodium 
benzoate  is  permitted,  provided  each  container  or  package  is 
plainly  labeled  to  show  the  presence  and  amount. 
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WITH  RESPECT  TO  THE  LABELING  OF  OLIVE  OIL, 

"SWEET  OIL," 
Food  Inspection  Decision  No.  139,  of  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture,  states  that  oil  labeled,  "Sweet  Oil"  must  be 
pure  olive  oil.  The  dictionary  defines  "Sweet  Oil"  as  olive 
oil.  It  is  therefore  all  right  to  label  olive  oil,  "Sweet  Oil."-  It 
would  be  well  to  add  somewhere  on  the  label  that  it  is  com- 
posed of  pure  olive  oil.
